He waited, in 
Fact, until he was sure of British pro- 
tection, until bo knew that Lobengula 
could not attack his people at Palapwe 
without embroiling himself in a war 
with England.

These papcis 
state that Vice Piesideut Hatch of the 
Provisional Government has retired 
and W. C. Wilder has been elected to 
succeed him, and that' the Executive 
Council has been increased from four 
to five persons. 


Among the papers is a memorial 


addressed to PreMdeut Cleveland by 
the Hawaiian Patriotic League. Thib 
League claims to represent 8,000 voters 
ItalV~ss that Minister Stevens con- 
spired with the Provisional Govern- 
ment to overthrow the Queen, and de- 
nies that the preso.tt Government rep- 
resents the people of Hawaii. It say& 
that the natives want the Queen 
restored and it praises Blount for the 
truthfulness and impartiality of his 
report. 


That the native Hawaiians are in 


favor of the restoration of the Queen 
Is very probable, ai>d that those natives 
and the Chinese, who comprise a lar#e 
proportion of the population, would 
make very undesirable citizens will 
hardly be denied, but that does not 
justify the United States inn-ing force 
to place Lilioukal mi on the throne. 
The Provisional 
Government has 


peaceably maintained itself for a year, 
and as it is, perhaps, the best Govern- 
ment the islands have had since the 
advent of the whites, it does not seem 
to be the place of the United States to 
use force to subdue it.

ject of annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands to the United States; that the 
Provisional Government therein hav 
ing been duly recognized, the highest, 
international interest requires that i' 
shall pursue its own line of policy 
Foreign interventions in the politica. 
affairs of these islands would be re- 
garded as an act unfriendly to the 
Government of the United States.

.t was the unanimous expression oi 
Dhe Committee, except the dissent of 
Senator Dolph of the first clause.

of Ceres, made entirely of grain. There 
are one hundred and eighty varities 
used in the construction of the figure.

Forty thousand granges are included 
in this display.

The Case of the State in. A. barton for 


Attempted Subornation of JPerjury. 
The caso of the State vs. A. Nadon 


for attempt subornation of perjury 
was on trial yesterday in the Distffot 
Court 
A jury was impanneled and 


the evidence on the side of the State 
was completed at about half-past four 
o'clock when a recess was taken until 
9:30 o'clock this morning. General E. 
M. Clarke, C. A. Jones and Judge Hay- 
don appeared for the defendant and 
Distr'ct Attorney Curler and Judge 
Curler for the prosecution. 


The first witness, George Bearden, 


proved a snrpiise for the State. His 
testimo ly was valuable only for the 
defense. Bearden stated that about 
the fourth or fifth of last September 
Nadon asked him if he knew any one 
who was acquainted with any of the 
facts in the case of the State vs. Peter 
Simpson, who had been arrested upon 
complaint of Nadon for the alleged of- 
fense of stealing bolts out of his black- 
smith shop. Bearden told him that F. 
H. Bradshaw might know something 
about it. Nadon then asked him to see 
Bradshaw and if he knew anything to 
offer him $10 to testify. Bearden met 
Bradshaw and in reply to a question 
the latter said that he witnessed Simp- 
son take the bolts. He told him to see 
Nadon, who would give him $10 to 
testify to that effect on the witness 
stand. Bearden stated that he drew 
up the check which was to have been 
given Bradshaw after he had testified, 
although Bradshaw wanted it before. 


F. H. Brtidshaw was placed on'the 


witness stand and testified that Bear- 
den approached him about the Simp- 
son case, offering him $10 to testify 
that he saw Bearden steal the bolts. 
That a time was appointed for him to 
meet Nadon which occurred in the 
latter's shop. He had previously got 
David Nelson to secret himself in the 
loft overhead in order to hear the con- 
versation and entrap Nadon. Nadon at 
the meeting wanted him to swear that 
he was in the shop at the time of the 
theft and saw Simpson steal the bolts. 
That a check was drawn up in his 
favor, but denied that he insisted on 
having it before giving his testimony. 
He stated that at no time had he any 
intention of committing the perjury. 


David Nelson, the next, witness, testi- 


fied that he had overheard portions of 
the conversation between Bradshaw 
and Nadon and thai the latter wanted 
Bradshaw to testify that he had seen 
Simpson bteal the bolts. 


Peter Simpson was placed on the 


stand and asked if he had taken the 
bolts from Nadon, which question was 
objected to and the objection sus- 
tained. 


T. V. Julien was placed on the stand 


and testified to a surprise at Bearden's 
testimony, and that it was materially 
different from what he had said in the 
Justice Court. Other questions con- 
cerning the nature of the difference 
were objected to and the objection sus- 
tained upon the grounds that the prose- 
cution could not impeach their own 
witness. 


District Attorney Curler then went 


on the stand and testified to surprise 
at Bearden's testimony, after which 
the State rested its case.

The Supreme Court)- Orders a Peremp- 
. 
tory Writ Issued. 


In 1892 Lander county sued Hum- 


boldt in the Elko district court to re- 
cover about $1,000 for the care and 
funeral expenses of an alleged pauper 
of the later county. In the suit Hum- 
boldt won the case and recovered a 
judgment for its cost. Lander appeal- 
ed to the Supreme court and the judg- 
ment was affirmed. From the judg- 
ments of these two courts, Lander in 
effect appealed to its Board of Com- 
missioners and they refused to pay the 
judgment. Not long ago Hnmboldt by 
its attorney, M. S. Bonnifleld, peti- 
tioned the Supreme court for a per- 
emptory writ of mandamas to compel 
the Lander Board to make provision 
for the payment of the judgment. An 
alternate writ, was first issued. The 
matter was argued before the Supreme 
Court a few weeks ago. Saturday the 
Supreme Court ordered the peremp- 
tory writ to issue.

The Extraordinary' Secret Imparted to a 


CW <sj • Justice In England. 
: 


The most temarkable case of a jnry 
standing out1' against what Beamed, 
rrefntable tfsAiinony, and all tbrongt 
be resolution of one man, occurred be- 
rore Chief Justice Dyer many years ago. 
Jo presided at a mnrder trial in which 
everything went against the prisoner, 
who on his part could only say that on 
lis going to work in the morning he 
lad found the mnrdered man dying and 
ried to help him, whereby he had be- 
come covered with blood, but when the 
man presently died he had come away 
and said nothing about it, because he 
was known to have had a quarrel with 
;be deceased and feared he might get 
into trouble. The bayfdrk with which 
;he man had been murdered had the 
prisoner's name on it. In other re- 
spects his guilt appeared to be clearly 
established, and the chief justice was 
convinced of it, but the jnry returned a 
verdict of "Not guilty.'' 
This was Chief Justice Dyer's case, 


and be put some very searching ques- 
tions to the high sheriff. The cause of 
the acquittal, said the official, was un- 
doubtedly the foreman, a farmer of ex- 
cellent character, esteemed by all his 
neighbors, and very unlikely to be ob- 
stinate or vexatious. '' Then,'' said the 
judge, "I must see this foreman, for an 
explanation of the matter I will have." 
The foreman came, and after extracting 
from his lordship a promise of secrecy 
proved at once that the prisoner had 
been rightly acquitted, "for," said he, 
"it was I myself who killed the man." 


It had been no murder, for the other 


had attacked him with the hayfork, and 
—as he showed—severely injured him, 
but in the struggle to get possession of 
the weapon he had the misfortune to 
give the man a fatal wound. He had no 
fears as to his being found guilty of 
murder, but, the assizes being just 
over, his farm and affairs would havo 
been ruined by a confession, through 
lying in jail so long, so he suffered mat- 
ters to take their course. He was hor- 
rified to find one of his own servants ac- 
cused of tho murder. He supported 
his wife and children while in jail; 
managed to bo placed on the jury and 
elected foreman. He added that if he 
had failed in this he would certainly 
have confessed to his own share in the 
business, and the judge believed him. 


Every year for 15 years the judge 


made inquiries as to the foreman's exis- 
tence, and at lafet, happening to survive 
him, he considered himself free to tell 
the story.—London News. 


An English "Water 'WltcS'f" 


A young man of the nameof Eodwell, 


in the employ of tho Grinton Coal com- 
pany in north England, has shown won- 
derful powers in his occupation as pro- 
fessional "water finder" or "water 
witch." Professor E. B. Lankester, the 
great English scientist, stated very plain- 
ly in one of the journals that ho doubled 
tho attributed powers of eith-"- ehe 
"witch" or the "divining roi1 
witb 


which he is armed in all j; jicssional 
operations. This evoked the following 
from Dr. McClure, the chairman of the 
Grinton company: "I deny emphatically 
that the lad is an nnposter! He has been 
tested time and again and has never 
failed to locate veins of either mineral or 
water, depending upon what tho search 
was being conducted for. The 'divining 
rod' which ho holds only moves in obedi- 
ence to the muscular contractions of his 
hands and arras, and he can use a, rod of 
any kind of wood or material, providing 
it be what is known as a 'good conductor 
of electricity.' Another oddity about the 
lad, and one of which I have never heard 
in connection with 'water watching,' is 
this: The lad habitually walks with his 
hands clasped behind him, and as soon 
as he steps upon the ground directly over 
a mineral or water he is powerless to un- 
clasp them until he moves away from 
the region of the lode or conduit."—Sr. 
Louia Republic.

The weight of water in the oceans 
equals 2,494,500,000.000,000 of tons, 
and the percentage of common salt in 
tho oceans is 3,7. Therefore, the amount 
of common salt in all the oceans taken 
together is about 678,515,000,000,000 
of tons. Were nil the salts of the oceans 
precipitated and spread out equally over 
tho land they would, it has been com- 
puted, cover the ground one mile deep 
over an area of 7,000,000 square miles.

•tee Tear* of Bawd Work to Seeore toe 


Release of a Michigan City Coavtet. 


A touching story of sisterly devotion 


baa been brought to light by the visit of 
Miss Elate L. Kennedy to her, brother, 
Charles Kennedy, a life term convict at 
Michigan City. Kennedy was received 
at the, penitentiary in 1884, convicted for 
murder. Nine years have elapsed since 
lias Kennedy entered npon what sl»e 
leclared to be the mission of her liffe 
'here has been apparently no obstacl* 
oo great for her to overcome, no sacri- 
ice that she would not make in the 
cause to which she has already devoted 
,he ttest years of her yor.ng life. With 
;ears in her eyes she has uppealed to gov- 
ernors. United States teiiators and faa- 
jrcssuieu. 
There wa3 none who did 


lot give heed to her sorrowful plea, but 
the letters which ehe has obtained in 
support of her appeal for executive 
clemency have apparently been without 
effect. Her purpose has been persistent- 
y pursued through every ndininistra- 
'tion since that of Governor Gray. Hope 
ong deferred has only gi pen her strength 
:o continue her clTorts. 


Her travels havo taken her to Wash- 


ington, where, in the capitol building, 
ehe found many who were touched by 
tier simplicity of manner and the ear- 
nest prayer which she breathed for as- 
sistance 'to swing open the prison gate 
and bid a disgraced brother once more 
enjoy liberty. 
Senator Hill was visited at Albany by 


the youthful petitioner. 
From New 
York Miss Kennedy traveled to Harris- 
burg, where Governor Pattison freely 
granted her an interview. Thence she 
went to Ohio, Illinois, Kentucky and 
other states. Prominent newspaper men, 
preachers and lawyers have supplement- 
ed her pleading for mercy. 
Her belief/in her brother's innocence 


has prompted work in other directions. 
Soon after Kennedy entered upon bis 
term of impiisonment Miss Kennedy 
adopted masculine attire, and for weeks 
tramped about tlio slums and frequented 
the gambling nouses of Cincinnati in 
search of evidence which could be made 
the basis for an application for a re- 
hearing. She found it a hopeless task to 
establish her brother's innocence, though 
her faith never wavered. Governor Mat- 
thews has promised careful considera- 
tion of the case.—La Porte'(Iad.) Cor.
